1 .(Currently amended) A roof cover plate for the cabin of a car, car having a 
cabin and a trunk, the car comprising: 

a front windshield bo provid e d at the front side of tho cabin , 

a rear workbench structure or roar surrounding border b e ing provided at the rear sid e 
of tho cabin separating the cabin from the trunk . 

and left and right car door frames being provided at the loft and right aid e s of th e 
eabia, m a surrounding bord e r wall of the cabin being formed by connecting the car door frames 
with the front windshield atthe near a front side of the cabin and connecting the car door frames 
with the rear workb e nch structure or tho roar surrounding border at th e near a rear side of the cabin, 

a cover panel having wh e r e in th e a front end of a cover pan e l b e ing hinged to the an 
upper portion ofseM M surrounding befdef of the cabin, aad the cover panel being provided 
witibt having a rear windshield at near its rear portion, the cover panel and the rear windshield 
forming an integral roof cover plate of the cabin, 

an extendable and retractable enclosure plate being provid e d located under the roof 
cover plate of the cabin, the lower end of the extendable and retractable enclosure plate being fixe^ 
connected with the surrounding bord e r wall of the cabin, and the upper end of the extendable and 
refractable enclosure plate being fixedly connected with the roof cover plate of the cabin, and 

a raising and lowering device being provided located under the rear end of the roof 
cover plate of the cabin and fixedlv attached to a car bodv portion, the raisin g and lowering device 
being operable to raise and lower the roof cover plate of the cabin, the extendible an d retractable 
enclosure plate being extended as the roof cover plate of the cabin is raised t o form a sealed cabin 
together with the raised roof cover plate of the cabin and being retracted as the roof cover plate of 
the cabin is lowered . 

2.(Currently amended) The roof cover plate for tho cabin of a car according to 
claim 1, wherein sead tiie raising and lowering device comprises a motor^ provided on tho rear 
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workbench, said motor is provided with a worm coupled to the motor, which engag e s with a worm 
wheel coupled to the worm, and a push rod, the worm wheel is formed with has a nut at its center, a 
the push rod is connected with has a threaded portion which is threadablv received in the nut, and the 
upper end of the push rod is hinged pivotablv coupled to the rear end of the roof cover platCrsaid 
push rod is a thr e ad rod . 

3 .(Currently amended) The roof cov e r plate for the cabin of a car according to 
claim 1, wherein said raising and lowering device comprises as a hydraulic cylinder provided on the 
r e ar side of the rear workb e nch, said hydraulic cylind e r is provid e d with having a push rod, and the 
uppei- end of the push rod is hing e d pivotablv coupled to the rear end of the roof cover plate^smd 
push rod is a piston rod .

5. (Currently amended) The roof cover plate for th e cabin of a car according to 
claim ^ claim 1 , wherein the raising and lowering device provided under th e roar end of the roof 
cover plat e of the cabin comprises twe left and right hydraulic cylinders which are respectively 
provided on coupled to the left and right door frames at near the respective rear side sides of the left 
and right door frames, sea4 each hydraulic cylind e rs are provided with cvlinder has a push rod, and 
the upper end of each push rods ar e hing e d rod is pivotablv coupled to the rear end of the roof cover 

6. (Currently amended) The roof cover plate for the cabin of a car according to 
claim 4 claim 1, wherein the raising and lowering device of th e e xtendabl e and r e tractable enclosvir e 
pintft rnmprifiaR two bydrmilio oylind e rr . which are respectiv e ly provided on is coupled to the rear 
structure or the l e ft and right door frames at near the rear side of the left and right door frames^sMd 
hydraulic cylinders ore provid e d with a push rod, and th e upper e nd of push rods ar e hinged to the 
underside of the rear end of the e xt e ndable and retractable enclosure plat e , said push rod is a piston 

7. (Currently amended) The roof cov e r plate for the cabin of a car according to 
claim 1 , wherein smd tiie raising and lowering dovicos are hing e d device is pivotablv coupled to ^ 
door fram e s at th e r e ar sid e of door fram e s or the rear workbench structure or the door frames . 

8. (Currently amended) The roof cov e r plat e for the cabin of a car according to 
claim 1, wherein said tiie extendable and retractable enclosure plate arc formed by comprises a 
plastic, rubber, canvas or a corrugated plate sheet .

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14. (New) The car according to claim 1 , wherein the raising and lowering device 
comprises a push rod that translates generally vertically and that has an upper end coupled to the 
roof cover plate. 

1 5. (New) A car having a cabin, the car comprising: 

a front windshield, 
a rear wall, 

left and right car door frames, a surrounding wall of the cabin being formed by 
connecting the car door frames with the front windshield near a front side of the cabin and 
connecting the car door frames with the rear wall near a rear side of the cabin, 

a cover panel having a front end hinged to an upper portion of the surrounding wall of 
the cabin, the cover panel having a rear windshield near its rear portion, the cover panel and the rear 
windshield forming an integral roof cover plate of the cabin, 

an extendable and retractable enclosure plate located under the roof cover plate of the 
cabin, the lower end of the extendable and retractable enclosure plate being fixedly connected with 
the surrounding wall of the cabin, and 

a first raising and lowering device located xmder the rear end of the roof cover plate of 
the cabin, the first raising and lowering device being attached to a first car body portion and being 
operable to raise and lower the roof cover plate of the cabin, 

a second raising and lowering device located under the rear end of the extendable and 
retractable enclosure plate and coupled thereto, the second raising and lowering device being 
attached to a second car body portion, the extendable and retractable enclosure plate being able to be 
extended by the second raising and lowering device to form a sealed cabin together with the roof 
cover plate of the cabin and being retracted as the roof cover plate of the cabin is lowered. 

1 6. (New) The car according to claim 15, wherein the first raising and lowering 
device comprises a push rod that translates generally vertically and that has an upper end coupled to 
the roof cover plate; the second raising and lowering device comprises a push rod that translates 
generally vertically and that has an upper end coupled to the extendable and retractable enclosure 
plate. 

1 7. (New) The car according to claim 1 5, wherein the first raising and lowering 
device comprises left and right hydraulic cylinders which are respectively coupled to the left and 
right door frames near the respective rear sides of the left and right door frames, each hydraulic 
cylinder has a push rod, and the upper end of each push rod is pivotably coupled to the rear end of 
the roof cover plate. 



1 8. (New) The car according to claim 1 5, wherein the second raising and 
lowering device comprises left and right hydraulic cylinders which are respectively coupled to the 
left and right door frames near the respective rear sides of the left and right door fi'ames, each 
hydraulic cylinder has a push rod, and the upper end of each push rod is pivotably coupled to 
underside of the rear end of the extendable and retractable enclosure plate. 

1 9. (New) The car according to claim 1 5, wherein the first and second raising and 
lowering device are coupled to the door fi'ames. 

20. (New) The car according to claim 1 9, wherein the first and second raising and 
lowering device are pivotably coupled to the door frames. 

2 1 .(New) The car according to claim 1 5, wherein the extendable and retractable 
enclosure plate is formed by a plastic, rubber, canvas or corrugated sheet. 

22.(New) A car having a cabin, the car comprising: 
a front windshield, 
a rear wall, 

left and right car door frames, a surrounding wall of the cabin being formed by 
connecting the car door frames with the front windshield near a front side of the cabin and 
connecting the car door frames with the rear wall near a rear side of the cabin, 

a cover panel having a front end hinged to an upper portion of the surrounding wall of 
the cabin, the cover panel having a rear windshield near its rear portion, the cover panel and the rear 
windshield forming an integral roof cover plate of the cabin, and 

a raising and lowering device located under the rear end of the roof cover plate of the 
cabin, the raising and lowering device including a push rod that translates generally vertically and 
that has an upper end coupled to the roof cover plate.
